RAF. Deals Huge 
Damage To Vital 
Nazi Center

LONDON, Dec. 21—Hundreds of 
R.A.F. bombers gave Frankfurt Its 
most crushing blow of the war 
last night, raining 2.000 long tons 
of incendiaries and explosives on 
the German chemical and arma­ 
ment center.

Frankfurt Devastated 
Last night’s R.A.F. attack prob- 
sbly placed Frankfurt in the cate­ 
gory with Berlin, Cologne, Ham­ 
burg and Kassel as Germany’s 
moat bombed cities.

Confused Statements Make It Difficult For Our 
Allies To Be Certain As To Our Post-War Plans

Robert A. T aft of Ohio 
wrote, for example, in the Dec. l l 
Saturday Evening Post:

A b it happens, a British-Amerl-

NTIL Landen spoke, It was be­ 
lieved here that the foreign 
policy of tho adm inistration was 
plain, and had two main objectives: 
(I) To win the war In close alii* 
anoa with the other United N a­ 
tions; (2) to participate in an in­ 
ternational peace-keeping political 
agency after the war. 
The second point was subscribed 
to by Secretary of State Hull at 
Moscow and subsequently was In­ 
corporated In the Connelly reso­ 
lution, which the senate passed by 
a vote of 85 to 5. 
It Is true th at the administra­ 
tion has not explained in detail 
exactly what it hopes to accomplish 
through the general International 
political organization called for by 
tho Moscow accord or bow it ex­ 
pects that organization to avoid 
the weakness of the League of Na­ 
tions. 
It is difficult to see, however, 
how this could have been done in 
advance of the Cairo and Teheran 
conferences a t which, It Is assum­ 
ed, Britain, Russia, China and the 
United States did explore various 
aspects of post-war international 
collaboration. 
In spite of this, there Is, out­ 
wardly a t least, rem arkable nation­ 
al agreem ent on the post-war is­ 
sue. 


The administration has sought 
to achieve an aim that would have 
the support of the country Hither 
than merely the Democratic party.

cil, adopted a resolution at Mack­

Maybe We’ve Been Too Harsh About 


Those Thousands Of Girls Who Are 


Too Busy To Volunteer

H 
ELLO girls, I fear I have been neglecting 
you abominably of late. 
I thought of you the other morning when T 
read the army will not be at peak strength of 
7.700.000 by Jan. I as expected, because for one 
reason, “the WAC enlistm ent drive has been a 
big disappointment, for while the arm y is willing 
to take hundreds of thousands of women, only 
60.000 have enlisted to date." 
Well, girls, you may be surprised to learn I* 
here rise to your defense. 
I can 
rem em ber when I would have said 
60.000 is not an Impressive representation in 
point of num bers of the 58.766.322 female popu­ 
lation of the United States. In fact, I might have 
said it was probably the feeblest response the 
women of the warring nations have made to the 
cell of country and that it always will be a 
reproach to our American ladies. 
Yes, I would have said that. As I recall. I was 
all worked up over a situation that finds the 
women who have been given more privileges 
than any other on the earth so derelict in duty 
to th eir homeland in tim e of need as to refuse 
to volunteer in any greater numbers than the 
record shows. 
B 
UT I have been giving more careful thought 
to this, and I can see I spoke too impulsively. 
It has occurred to me th at the considerable re­ 
duction of female population m ight work an 
economic hardship on many business enterprises, 
notably night clubs and cocktail lounges and 
dance pavilions. It might, indeed, h urt the liquor 
trade no little. 
In my peering* into the establishm ents men­ 
tioned, I have observed that the patronage la 
largely female. I believe I have been somewhat 
critical of this patronage, too. I wish to recall my 
w ords which were uttered a t a mom ent when I 
was taking the moral rather than the economical 
phases of the situation into consideration. 
I can see now the withdrawal of a large per- 
pontage of the trade so heavily represented by 
the girls might bring about the collapse of many 
thriving booze businesses and thus throw out 
of employment numerous worthy bartenders, not 
to mention cashiers, porters and other attaches. 
T he armed forces probably can get along all 
right with a comparatively sm all num ber of 
women, but you can look Into the barroom s your­ 
self and see that if just a small proportion of 
the female eligibles present went into the service 
it would leave a big gap In alcoholic commerce. 
Who would consumo the booze, If the women 
shoved off? 
O 
N the whole, I think it best we be content with 
the 60,000 girls in the WAC and whatever 
num ber are in the other branches of the service, 
especially as there is nothing we can do about 
It one way or the other. 
In the years to come there may be children who 
will ask “W hat did you do in the big war, mama?” 
And some mamas can reply in ringing tones that 
they helped save the bartenders’ Jobs. 
There is another point I overlooked when I 
was practically frothing In an effort to make 
women serve their country, even going so far as 
to advocate drafting of the fair sex. I forgot that 
besides the damage my plan would do to the 
liquor trade, It also probably would remove much 
of the activity of those who ere concerned with 
abatem ent of juvenile delinquency.

J.—Why ar# men’e voicee over the radio often 
more intelligible than women's voices on the 
same program ? 
A.—The relative intelligibility of m en's versus 
women's voices over the radio depends almost 
wholly upon the type of radio receiver that Is 
being used. The smallest frequency range in 
common use for radio broadcasting extends from 
IOO to* 5,000 cycles. This range covers both types 
of voices satisfactorily, but some radio receivers 
lose their voice harmonics and overtones above 
3.000 cycles. This cuts off about one-third of a 
woman's voice, but has little effect upon a man e 
voice.

Tons In 1944 By Order 


Br The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON Dec. 21 — The 
war production board Monday or­ 
dered deep cuts in the 1944 use of 
paper by newspapers, magazines, 
book publishers and commercial 
printers. 
The restrictions are designed to 
save 1,250,000 tons of paper in 
1944. 
Consumption of paper has 
been running far ahead of pulp 
production, the WPB said. 
The 
reductions 
follow 
recom­ 
mendations made by the industry 
advisory committees. 
The newpaper publishing Indus­ 
try's total allotment of paper In 
the first quarter of 1944 will be 
reduced 23.6 percent, to effect a 
saving of 205,709 tons from the 
869,296 tons used by the industry 
in the first Quarter of 1941, the 
base period for estimating alloca­ 
tions. 
Reductions in use were ordered 
on a sliding scale placing heaviest 
cuts on larger papers. 
Newspaper quotas will be calcu­ 
lated upon a base representing ton­ 
nage used In printing net paid cir­ 
culation in the corresponding quar­ 
ter of 1941, plus a 3 percent allow­ 
ance for production spoilage. 
The base will be adjusted for 
each newspaper to compensate for 
circulation increases in 1942 over 
1941. 
On the sliding scale of reduc­ 
tions, the first 25 tons used by 
all publishers will be exempt 
A 
4 percent cut must be taken on use 
between 25-125 tons. 8 percent on 
use between 126-250 tons, 12 per­ 
cent between 251-600, 20 percent

Reduces Registration To 


Only 7,662 Names 


Registration of voters in the city 
of East Liverpool today dropped to 
its lowest level in 20 years with 
the removal of 1.587 names from 
the list of qualified electors, F. R. 
O Hanlon Clerk of the Columbiana 
county election board, announced. 
At present there are 7,682 names 
on the registration rolls, a loss of 
4.980 from the registration in the 
presidential election in 1940, when 
there were 12,642 names on the 
election board records. 
Many Failed To Vote 
Those just removed from the 
registration books are Toters who 
failed to vote in any primary, 
special or general election in 1942 
and 1943, or who failed to transfer 
during th at time. 
Many 
of 
these 
voters. 
Mr. 
O’Hanlon explained, are men and 
women in the m ilitary service and 
who had no opportunity to vote 
during th at time. These registra­ 
tion cards are being held intact 
so as to m ake it possible for such 
persons to vote by absent voters 
ballots should such an application 
be made while they are in the 
armed forces. 
A year ago the election board 
removed 
from 
the 
registration 
lists the names of 2.770 voters who 
had not cast ballots in 1941 and 
1942. A few of these voters rereg­ 
istered for the four elections held 
this year—primary, general and 
two special levy proposals. 
9,249 W ere Qualified 
The registration in the city for 
the November general election was 
9,249. The largest loss w as shown 
in the big Second ward where 454 
nam es were cut from th e voting 
lists. The next was the F irst ward 
with a loss of 418. while the Fourth 
ward lost 385 and the Third 330. 
The loss by precincts follows: 
F irst W ard—A 97, B 63, C 92, 
D 72 and E 94. 
Second W ard—A 93, B 65, C 41, 
D 75, E 90. F 26, G 28 and H 36 
Third W ard—A 79. B 57, C 61, 
D 83 and E 50.

Beginning in January,

OF RATION BOOK 


Two Billion Little Fibers To 


Go Into Circulation On

billion ration tokens will begin flow­ 
ing Into circulation throughout the 
country Feb. 27, bringing several 
changes in the mechanics of ra­ 
tioning m eats and processed foods. 
The tokens, slightly sm aller than 
a dime and made of vulcanised 
fiber, will be w orth' one point 
each. They will be given as change 
by retailers for the ration stamps, 
which under the new system will 
have a uniform value of IO points 
rath er than 8, 5, 2 and I as at pres­ 
ent. 
M atching the stam ps when the 
plan goes into effect, red tokens 
will be given as change In m eat 
purchases, and blue for processed 
foods. 
Ration stam ps—each with a IO- 
point value regardless of the num­ 
ber appearing on the coupon—will 


be validated ou a horizontal or 
across-the-book basis instead of on 
a vertical ba§is as currently. 
Five Stamps Valid Monthly 
A regular schedule of validity 
dates will provide five processed 
food stam ps worth 50 points for 
each consumer at the start of every 
month, with the exception of the 
first month, when they become 
valid Feb. 27. 
They will remain 
valid until the 20th of the eecond 
succeeding month. 
Three raeat-fats stamps totaling 
30 
points 
will 
become 
valid 
every two weeks, with the first two 
series or six stam ps valid until 
May 20. 
This rate of validation is slight­ 
ly greater than for processed foods 
at present and slightly less than 
for meats-fats. The office of price 
adm inistration (OPA) plans to bal­ 
ance this through adjustm ent of 
ration cost of some foods. 
Book To Last Two Years 
OPA estim ates th at with use of 
tokens the life of Ration Book 
Four will be about two years. 
At 
least three books would be re ­ 
quired during this period without 
tokens. 
The tokens, being produced by 
the Osborne Register Company of 
Cincinnati, will have no expiration 
date and thus may be used at 
any time. However, tokens will be 
given as change only in connection 
w ith purchases and cashing of ex­ 
piring stam ps for full value will 
not be perm itted. 
OPA sees little likelihood that 
tokens will pile up in the hands of 


consum ers and result in heavy pur­ 
chases which might throw th e ra­ 
tion program out of balance. 
The agency indicates point allot­ 
m ents will be substantially the 
same and th at m ost consumers 
have only enough to last from one 
period to the n ex t

Failed To Gat Wall 
These were Drs. Machella and 
McDonald. In their series of pa

riboflavin 
fore 
month failed to get well on ribo­ 
flavin, but responded to other 
meaanres, and other typical ribo­ 
flavin core mouths got well with­ 
out any treatment, even though 
the patient continued on a diet 
which was deficient or free of 
riboflavin vitamin. 
These cold sore mouths are In­ 
fectious and infectious disease Is 
not a vitamin deficiency. It Is 
probably caused by a virus much 
like the virus of the common cold.

I am glad to note that Dr. John 
Zabrosky, of St. Louis, has pro­ 
tested this and has stated that 
potassium chlorate is not toxic 
in any ordinary dosage, and that 
he still uses it in children and 
adults with this condition. 
Best Remedy Cited 
He rightly states. In my opinion, 
that these poor people have been 
dosed 
with 
riboflavin 
vitamin 
which did not do them a bit of 
good, and they simply got well 
by nature’s method, and in na­ 
ture’s good time. Potassium chlo­ 
rate on the other hand shortens 
the disease. 
In an old-fashioned book on 
children’s diseases we read: ’’The 
best internal remedy, and indeed 
the only one of any kind that Is 
necessary, la chlorate of potash. 
The symptoms begin to amend 
in every case in from three to 
four days. Much has been said in 
retard to the Injurious results of 
large doses of this salt adminis­ 
tered to children, bat we have cer­ 
tainly never seen any bad effects 
from its use continued for a few 
days in proper amounts." 
The proper treatment for this 
form of cold sore In the mouth Is: 
Once daily in the office the phy­ 
sician applies a one percent solu­ 
tion of gentian violet to the sores 
on the lips and in the mouth. For! 
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internal use from two to Avo 
grains of potassium chlorate every 
four hours for three or four days, 
the sise of the dose depending on 
the age of the child.

Queer Tale Told Of London Slums 


“NONE BUT THE LONELY HEART,” by Richard Llewellyn. 
H OW it is possible for a man to w rite a novel in the way Richard 
Llewellyn has w ritten “None But the Lonely H eart” I can’t see. 
The book is an extrem ely monotonous perform ance, when, treated 
otherwise, it m ight have been fine. Perhaps very fine. 
The author of "How Green Was My Valley” has transported him ­ 
self into the London slums. He Is***— — 


JUST KIDS 


writing the story of a worthless 
youth named Ernie Mott, which 
is no advantage, since there is 
every reason why the story of a 
worthless youth could be a mov 
lng and im portant story. But for 
me the book is so weakened by the 
m anner of telling that I finished 
it with difficulty. 
There is nothing harder to fol 
low than Cockney speech. Practi­ 
cally every person in "None But 
the Lonely H eart” uses the speech. 
which is enough. But not only the 
dialogue is thus complicated—all 
the rest of the book is w ritten in 
the same argot, so th at there is 
literally 
not a line 
In 
straight 
English, 
In addition, 
Mr. 
Llew­ 
ellyn capitalizes the H In "he 
and "him ” when these pronouns 
refer to Ernie, so that a nation 
bred to the idea that capitals in 
such words make them refer to 
the Deity must find the situation 
in 
Mr. 
Llewellyn’s 
book 
Incon­ 
gruous, to put It mildly. Every “H” 
is a hurdle, and there are thou­ 
sands of hurdles. 
The story Itself is merely the 
day by day existence of Ernie, as 
he slips gradually Into difficulty 
after difficulty, one worse than the 
other. The difficulties 
are some­ 
tim es pretty hard to swallow, as 
witness the m urder in the London 
sewers 
and 
Ernie's 
incredible 
stupidities 
with 
girls. But Ernie 
moves always through a maze of 
“characters” that usually are well 
realized if the reader can nego­ 
tiate the dialect. The boy's mother 
Is very well done, for example. 
It Is hard, just the same, to be­ 
lieve 
that 
even 
a 
pimply-faced 
nonentity 
such ss 
Ernie 
could 
have grown up 
in 
the London 
streets and remained so entirely 
naive. Ernie will take money from 
anybody, go anywhere with any­ 
body. do what anybody tells him.

tected millions of acres of forest 
lands from destruction with only 
a handful of forest (Ira fighters 
and a few planes. 
The firechuter can reach 
the 
scene of an Isolated forest fire 
qelckly and put it out before it 
gets beyond control. 
“In the last month of the 1943 
fire* season. Just ended, with the 
woods 
tinder-dry 
awaiting 
fall 
rains that didn't come, fire protec­ 
tion in the Rocky Mountain for 
eats was almost exclusively in the 
hands of 50 forest service fire­ 
fighters, says Fire Control Chief 
Axel G. Ltndh of Missoula forest 
headquarters. 
“The astounding thing is that 
not* a single woods fire became a 
major conflagration. 
"Fifty men covering 30,000,000 
acres of mountain wilderness dur­ 
ing a drouth would have been a 
fantastic situation in the old days.” 
The parachuting method began 
in 1940 and got Ita major test this 
fall. The regular fire guards, who 
were ll- and 
17-year-old 
school 
boys, returned to classes in Sep­ 
tember, ordinarily the end of the 
fire season. Moisture usually blan­ 
kets the mountain country in early 
fall, but this season was one of 
the driest in western history. 
Llndh said even more efficient 
methods 
probably 
will

per* 
reeled in the post-war period.
